Among many political changes 
which happen each year, there are a 
few which will affect our lives as col- 
lege students. One example of this is 
the increase in the drinking age. An- 
other more recent change is the 
structure of higher education. The 
present structure was established in 
1965, which consisted of each school 
having their own "Power Board/' 
Board of Trustees. 

They were the decision makers for 
the institution. The Board consisted 
of 15 members; 14 of which were ap- 
pointed by the govenor, and I, a stu- 


dent who was elected by the student 
body. He/she represents and voices 
the opinions of the students. The new 
system changes this drastically. All of 
the present Boards > as of March l, 1981 
will be dismissed and replaced by a 
" Super Board/' This Board will carry 
the name of "Board of Regents." It will 
be made up of 15 governor-appointed 
members with no student representa- 
tion. 

Under the reorganization plan, 
each institution will have one less 
powerful board composed of 9 mem- 
bers. Again with no student represen- 


tation. This is a major problem be- 
cause no student opinions will be 
voiced in the policy making bodies. 
All decisions will be made by an ap- 
pointed board member, who usually is 
a lawyer, a businessman, or someone 
who Governor King owed a favor . 

The reorganization plan gives a tre- 
mendous amount of power to the "Su- 
per Board/' but it does not specifical- 
ly describe how this authority is to be 
used in all instances. There is still 
room for those with strong convic- 
tion to influence the shape of things 
to come.

1980 Summer Olympic Boycott 


On December 21 , 1979, Soviet mili- 
tary forces invaded Afghanistan , kill- 
ing thousands of innocent residents. 
In retaliation. President Carter insti- 
tuted a cutoff of agricultural products 
and high technology equipment, a lim- 
it on other commerce with the Soviets 
and a halt to permits for Soviet ships to 
fish in the U.S. coastal waters. 

On January 20, 1980, President 
Carter wrote to the President of the 
U.S. International Olympic Commit- 
tee, urging the committee to propose 
to the International Olympic Commit- 
tee that the 1980 Olympic Games in 
Moscow be transferred, post-poned, 
or cancelled if the Soviet Forces were 
not withdrawn from Afghanistan with- 
in a month. The U.S. felt that holding 
the games in Moscow would sanction 
the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan and 


represent a travesty of Olympic prin- 
cipals. 

On April \2, 1980, by vote of 1604 
to 191, the U.S. team decided to boy- 
cott the 1980 Summer Games in Mos- 
cow. Vice-President Mondale, speak- 
ing for President Carter, was quoted as 
saying, "I am convinced that the 
American people do not want their 
athletes cast as pawns in that tawdry 
propoganda charade ." 

Instead of sending a team to Mos- 
cow, the President said that the U.S. 
would be working closely with the 
like-minded countries to organize 
world-class competitions for an Inter- 
national Sports Festival following the 
games in Moscow, for athletes from all 
countries and especially those coun- 
tries who did not send a team to Mos- 
cow. 


The Shah Of Iran Dead 



On July 27th , it was reported that 
the Shah of Iran had died. This news 
was accepted with both grief and re- 
lief. Grief was expressed because of 
the death of a fellow human being , 
and relief was felt because the hos- 
tages were on the road to freedom . 
Many Americans assumed that since 
the Shah was dead , Khomeini had no 
further reason to hold the hostages . 
This was quickly proven false. After 
four months, the hostages were still in 
the embassy in Tehran with no sign of 
their release in sight. 

Some people doubted that the Shah 
really died. However , reports were be- 


lieved to be valid and the Shah was 
supposedly buried. 

He died while in exile. His crimes in 
Iran of exploiting his powers and steal- 
ing from the Iranian government to 
increase his bank accounts to huge 
figures caused the necessity of his 
quick departure from Iran. He was 
wanted dead by all Iranians that fol- 
lowed the Ayatollah religiously. The 
Shah fled to New York where he re- 
ceived treatment for cancer present in 
his body. This cancer was thought to 
be "made up" by the Muslims back in 
Iran. Finally the Shah went to Panama , 
where he remained until his death.

On July 23rd, Peter Sellers died at the 
age of 54 at London's Middlesex Hospital 
after suffering his third heart attack. He 
collapsed at the Dorchester Hotel and nev- 
er regained consciousness.

He had his 
first heart attack in 1964 while with one of 
his close friends Milton Berle. All of Mr. 
Sellers' colleagues mourn his death and re- 
alize what a great loss the show business 
trade has suffered. 

Mr. Sellers' performances as Inspector 
Clouseau in the Pink Panther flicks will long 
be remembered. These movies are an enter- 
tainment menagerie. He could make you 
laugh with his many disguises or just by 
falling over someone's foot. He had a gift 
that only a few people were lucky enough 
to possess. 

Peter Sellers was a man that no one could 
replace. His philosophy towards life was 
lived by him and his wife up until the end. 
"Live before you die, or die before you live 

Thank you, Peter Sellers, for all of your- 
self that you gave to your audience. You are 
greatly appreciated now, and will be missed 
in the years to come. It will take a long time 
for the Pink Panther to die in the hearts of 
the millions of people around the world 
that were fortunate enough to have seen 
him. 
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Hostage Sent Homeward 


The date was July II, 
1980. At this time, the 
American hostages in 
Iran had been in captivity 
for eight months. Richard 
I. Queen , thought by the 
Muslims to be dying, was 
released due to this as- 
sumption. It turned out 


that he had multiple scle- 
rosis and was not dying 
at all. 

Richard was able to 
shed some light on the 
situation in Iran, howev- 
er, it was not enough to 
enable the U.S. govern- 
ment to get the hostages 


released . 

Much criticism was di- 
rected toward the presi- 
dent, after having his 
first attempt of freeing 
the hostages fail. Eight 
American men lost their 
lives in the skirmish. 


Draft Beer, Not People . . . Stop The Draft 


On July 21st, the first of four 
million 19 and 20 year old men 
began to pre-register for the 
draft in post offices across the 
nation. 

This was the first time since 
the glorious reign of Nixon in ’72, 
when the draft was ended, that 
this issue brought national atten- 
tion. 

According to a spokesman *or 
the Carter Administration, the 
pre-registration is designed $Oie- 
ly to meet man power needs in 
the case of war . 

This may be the original inten- 


tion, but many others feel that 
this may turn out to be the first 
step toward the reinstatement of 
a peacetime draft — with no other 
reason than to fill the storage of 
qualified milita. / personnel. 

Even with the prominition of 
the return of a peacetime draft, 
many feel that this preliminary 
step of registration is essential. 

According to a resent survey 
c * males !9-20 yers of age at the 
University of Lowell, 87% felt 
that the pre-registration was a 
necessary action. Of the 87% 



who thought it was necessary, 
100% said they had already regis- 
tered or would register when the 
time came. 

In comparison to a national poll, 
taken by gallop, the University of 
Lowell student was much more 
willing to register (87% vs. 71%). 
Possibly, because of the self-con- 
sciousness to fight for one’s 
country, but who knows it could 
have also been the $10,000 fine 
and/or five years imprisonment.

A decision from the com- 
mittee will be published 
in February 81.

On Novenber 4, 1980 Ronald Wilson Reagan was 
elected the 40th President of the United States of Amer- 
ica. The former governor of California and Hollywood 
actor was elected in a Republic sweep that gave the 
Republicans control of the Executive branch and Senate. 
The Republican tide sent such prominent Democratic 
liberals as Sen. Birch Bayh, Sen. George McGovern, and 
Congressman John Brademas down to defeat. The Re- 
publicans ended a quarter-century of Democratic rule in 
the Senate and won the largest number of seats they 
have had in the House since pre-Nixon years. This 
moved the congress to the right with the nation. 


Meanwhile in Massachusetts, taxpayers used the vo- 
ting booth to dramatically cut their taxes by voting 3-2 
on Proposition 2 1 /2. Proposition 2Vz became the big issue 
and the state and taxpayers made sure their legislaters 
got their message. 

Although we were filled with many messages and 
many speeches from the candidates of the 1980 Presi- 
dential Election, the message was clear that America was 
ready to try a new approach in solving it's problems.

John Lennon Killed 

On December 8, 1980 in New York City, a man 
stepped out of darkness and shot and killed John Len- 
non. The shock of his violent death stunned the world. 
But, more than this, focused its attention on the life, 
words, and dreams of one of the most perceptive, 
imaginative shapers of a culture the world will ever 
know. Had he been just another musician, we would 
have still mourned his death, but he was not. John 
Lennon not only echoed the ideas and sentiments of the 
revolutionary sixties — he helped to form them, to put 
them into words. He pleaded for peace and it is now the 
hope of millions that his dreams will not die with him. 
One can only thank God he lived long enough to let 
those dreams be heard and hope that someday, the 
world will perhaps "give peace a chance/* 

By now, everyone is intimately familiar with the de- 
tails of his life, with and without the Beatles. John 
Lennon grew up on Penny Lane in Liverpool living a 
fairly subdued life as a young cultural rebel when he fell 
passionately in love with a new rebel music. Rock 'n Roll.

On Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 20, 1980 mass transit 
in Boston declared bank- 
ruptcy. If service 
stopped, thousands of 
commuters would be 
stuck without a ride to 
and from work everyday. 
However, acting MBTA 
chief, Barry Locke as- 
sured the public that 
transit service would run 
normally and that Gov. 
Ed King would take over 
the system under his 
emergency powers, if 
necessary, to keep the 
T going. 

And that's exactly 


what happened. The 
MBTA was overtaken by 
the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts until it 
could reset its bearings. 

The Budget was over- 
spent by a considerabel 
margin. One legislator 
was quoted, "The MBTA 
is a big joke." He and oth- 
er legislatures from areas 
not served by the "T" 
say that voters in their 
districts oppose spend- 
ing more state money on 
the system unless it is 
better managed. 

How would the MBTA 
stay in service with a 
poor management set- 
up? Not Possible! 




He embraced it with his whole being and it 
became the ideal outlet for his driving inspi- 
rations and frustrated spirit. He and Paul 
McCartney formed the Quarry men, began 
writing songs and accepted any gig they 
could get. They didn't care about the mon- 
ey. They simply wanted to make music, a 
quality worth far more than all the money 
they ended up making. 

Eventually, George Harrison and Richard 
Starkey (Ringo Starr) joined the group and 
the name the "Beatles’' began to surface 
more and more in the world of British mu- 
sic. John wrote the words and Paul the mu- 
sic. and this frolicking, fun-loving, innova- 
tive group of young men with the new sound 
and new look literally took an entire gen- 
eration by the hand and led it through the 
Sixties on a fantastic ride. They were like 
the four Pied Pipers, with John playing the 
flute and the youth of the world following 
merrily at their heels. 

The music of the Beatles was described in 
Time far better than I could hope to, with 
unique perception and genuine affection: 
The worldwide appeal of the Beatles had 
to do with their perceived innocence, 
their restless idealism that stayed a step 


or two ahead of the times and once in a 
while turned, bowed low. gave the times 
a razz and dared them to catch up. The 
slow songs were heart-stoppers, the fast 
ones adrenaline rushes of wit, low-down 
love and high, fabulous adventure. The 
songs altogether in orchestration of a 
generation's best hopes and fondest 
dreams. 

Without the Beatles and John Lennon, 
many people would never have made it 
through the most violent, turbulent dec- 
ade the world has seen in a long, long 
time. People sought and found comfort, 
serenity, a kind of blanket of tranquility in 
the words and music of the Beatles. And at 
the time, they desperately needed it. 

John was always conscious of what he 
was doing and why he was doing it. "He 
was extraordinarily tuned in. He'd pick up 
on people, and they'd pick up on him." This 
was evident in the way he realized the pow- 
er he had, the Beatles music had over the 
minds and direction of the millions of 
young people, and in the fact that he never 
abused it. the way Jagger often did. He tried 
to inject love and brotherhood into the 


arms of the world sometimes skinpopping. 
"Imagine all the people, sharing all the 
world and sometimes mainlining, But if you 
go talking about destruction, dontcha know 
you can count me out." The man's singular 
courage transcended any physical sense: it 
was apparent in his dedication to personal 
beliefs. The vocal declarations and con- 
demnations rising from his heart pulled no 
punches and accepted no excuses — he said 
what he felt, and he meant it. 

John Lennon was by no means just an- 
other muscian — he was a unique man 
blessed with a rare combination of an un- 
usually clear perception of the world and 
the talent to convey it in a magical way. His 
songs offer an insight into ourselves, and 
into himself — they could reform the most 
pessimistic cynic, comfort the most desper- 
ate lover and they gave the most confused 
generation alive the one thing it needed 
most — hope! The underlying theme in his 
words and music seemed to say we are all 
brothers and we are all basically alike. The 
dreams, the problems, the feelings we all 
share. The important thing is love — "Love 
is all you need." We'll miss him.

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Hostage Release 


The long awaited return of the hostages 
from Iran brought tears of joy to the eyes 
of millions and set the scene for celebra- 
tion. Yellow ribbons adorned everything 
from people to buildings, and flags were 
raised to full mast all across the country. 
The restoration of pride to a country 
which had been humbled for two long set 
church bells ringing across the nation as 
the 52 hostages were reunited with their 
families after a long 444 days in captivity. 

When the two Algerian planes carrying 
the hostages cleared Iranian airspace, 
champagne corks were popped and the 
release was made official. Even the chan- 
geover in the White House could not out 
do the release in either the newspapers or 
the minds of the American people. The 
crisis was over, and the nation sighed with 
relief. 

This mood, however, was too soon 
broken. Tales of the days of imprisonment 
and the torment suffered were soon told, 
and scorn for the Iranian people was re- 
newed. Mock executions, dark basement 
cells, interrogations, and heavy censor- 
ship of mail and news were just a few of 
the forms of abuse that the hostages were 
made to endure. Held in small groups, the 
Americans never knew whether the others 
were alive or dead. Escape attempts were 
punished with beatings, and being led 
through jeering mobs blindfolded was a 
regular occurence. 

Despite this torment, the hostages re- 
mained strong. Although many lost a large 
amount of weight and all suffered from 
severe stress, they all seemed to have 
come through fairly well considering the 
incredible psychological trauma which 
they suffered for 14.5 months. 

Along with increasing rage over the 
treatment of the hostages while in captiv- 
ity, many Americans began to wonder 
whether the agreement made with the 
Iranian government should even be hon- 
ored. Critics of the deal point out that by 
turning over cash to the Iranians we are 
actually paying ransom and setting a dan- 
gerous precedent for other countries. Sup- 
porters, however, feel that the final settle- 
ment was not very different from what the 
U.S. originally offered, and that all we 
really did was return to Iran what was 
already theirs. 

Whatever the opinion of the deal struck 
with Iran, I am sure that everyone would 
agree that the release of the 52 American 
hostages was the most important thing, 
and that we are all very thankful for their 
safe return.

5) Right Livelihood 

6) Right Effort 

1) Right Mindfulness 

8) Right Concentration

But what about prohibition? Would this be 
the end of the Worthen’s happy exsistence? 
No, for it was passed from owner to owner 
and given the name of many businesses be- 
fore bouncing back to it’s real purpose. 
Called Adelard N. Gerard’s Restaurant until 
1941, someone then remembered it's real 
name and it became the Old Worthen Tav- 
ern. 

During the years between then and now. 


the Worthen has been filled with all sorts of 
life. Patrons include everyone from local 
residents, to college students, to prominent 
visitors. Jack Kerouac, a Lowell resident 
himself, frequented the Worthen and gave it 
another author to boast about. 

The years also aged the building which 
had been built so long ago. When the Park 
Service came into town, they started restor- 
ing the old tavern. They rebuilt the front and 
painted the walls, but left the carved bench- 
es and all the other evidence of good use 
throughout the years. 

And so now. thanks to the quick thinking 
of all the past owners and customers, the 
Old Worthen Tavern remains as a place to 
drink good cheap beer. Surrounded by 
laughter, drunken shouts, and music heard 
through old cheesy speakers, all types of 
people are able to unwind and drink them- 
selves silly. The owners, regulars, and ever- 
famous bartenders add to the atmosphere 
of laid back insanity which has prevailed 
through the years.
